The State Pension Bill 


The Matt, bill, which pensions all 


the surviving soldiers of Pennsylva- 
nia who fought in the Civil War, is 
in the Senate Appropriations '.Com- 
mittee and will likely be reported out 
with the mass of other bills now in 
that 'committee. This bill, If it be- 
comes a law, would become effective 
January 1, 1914. It gives each Penn- 
sylvania veteran $5 a month if he 
served one year or less; $6 a month 
if two years or less and $7 a month 
if three years, more or less. 


The bill has passed the House and 


has passed first and second reading 
in the Senate 
Then it was referred 


to the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee because it carried an appro- 
priation of $150,000.

Not Yet Adopted by the Senate— 


The Corrupt Practices Act. 


Harrisburg, May 6—The General 


Assembly has now been in session al- 
most four months, and as yet only 
two of* the great pledges by all the 
parties have passed both houses. 
These are the constitutional amend- 
ment for direct election of United 
States Senators and the proposed 
amendment for a referendum on Wo- 
man's Suffrage. 
The House, how- 


ever, redeemed every platform pledge 
save two, the Public Utilities Bill, 
and the bill creating a department of 
charities. 
The Progressive enact- 


ments of the House are now in vari- 
ous Senate picklirg committees—the 
election bills in the committee of 
•which Senator 
Jim McNichol pre- 


sides; the labor bills in the commit- 
tee on corporations, of which Charlie 
Snyder of SchuylkiH is chairman, 
while both the workmen's compensa- 
tion bills are in committee on coipo- 
rations, 
over which Senator Bill 


Crow of Fayette is chairman. These 
are the three leading gang Senators, 
and the situation is such that they 
have complete control just at the 
present over final action on bills by 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania. 


Revolt in ~the Senate 


Sixteen Senators signed a petition 


on Wednesday, -which Senator Mills 
gave to Boss McNichol, stating that 
unless the platform election bills of

time for the storage of certain foods, 
and providing that all cold storage 
food shall be so marked when placed 
on sale . In case the Governor ap- 
proves this bill it will become effec- 
tive ninety days later. 


Public Utilities 


The public utilities bill has not yet 


been whipped into shape for piesen- 
tation to the Legislature. A joint 
committee from both houses is work- 
ing on it. The two main points over 
which there is a fight are whether 
monopolistic franchises given to pub- 
lic service companies for nothing by 
municipalities shall 
be valued at 


what they actually cost — nothing; or 
what they are actually worth, re- 
;ardless of cost; and, further, wheth- 
er the securities of such utilities 
shall be taken at their face value; or 
whether all securities shall be disre- 
;arded, and the properties be valued 
physically for taxation, and the mak- 
ng of rates, regardless of the amount 
of stocks and bonds issued

PREVENTION OF PNEUMONIA.

It I* Largely a Question of Personal 


Precaution. 


Pneumonia is particular,ly a disease 


of city life and crowded living. With 
our present knowledge the prospects 
are hopeful tor the control of pneumo- 
nia in the future through prevention. 
This is of special importance to the in- 
dividual. The avoidance of pneumonia 
is largely a question of personal pre- 
cautions that prevent the development 
of the disease by lessening the predis- 
position to it. 


Men in middle life, particularly those 


about fitry. must learn during unset-j 
tied weather to avoid crowds, especial-] 
ly when fatigued and when tbey have 
be^ii ft t a utimbei of houis without 
eating 
Late at night, when for any' 


reason a meal had been missed, crowds 
aie dangerous If this lessou could be 
generally learned there would be less 
pneirrnouu' among the well to do class- 
es 
The principal danger comes in 


crowded stieet cars, whicb. if possible, 
should be avoided at rush hours. It 
needs to,be emphasized that the dan- 
ger from overcrowding is greatly en- 
hanced by fatigue and going without 
food. 


In a word, prevention of pneumonia 


is'now much clearer than it was. Like 
all the other infectious diseases, in- 
stead of being a more or less inevita- 
ble dispensation, it has come tos b<e -rec- 
ognized- as due- to certain definite fac- 
tors -which can be greatly lessened.by 
^public aid Individual hygienic regula- 
tions.—Journal of "t'he American Medi- 
cal Association. 


THE GREAT PYRAMIDS. 


Methods of Building and Wonderful 


Accuracy of Measurement 


Herodotus thus (describes the- build- 


ing of the pyrami^. of Cheops, and his 
deductions are probably as correct as 
those of any' archaeologist of today, 
for the modern investigators have had 
to depend very much on the ancients 
for their interpretations of inscriptions, 
etc.: 


"This pyramid -was' first built in the 


.form of a flight of steps. After the 
workmen had completed the pyramid 
in this form they raised the other 
stones by means of machines, made of 
short beams, from the ground to the 
first tier of steps. After the stone was 
placed there it was raised to the sec- 
ond tier by another machine, for there I 
were as many machines as there were j 
tiers of steps, or perhaps the same ma- | 
chine, if it' was easily moved. The 
highest part of the pyramid was thus 
finished first, the parts adjoining it 
were taken next, and the lowest part, 
that nearest the earth, was taken last" 


One thing that has been especially 


noted in the pyramids is the wonderful 
accuracy of measurement In the great 
pyramid of Gizeh the four sides have 
a "mean error of only six-tenths of an 
inch and twelve seconds in angle from 
a perfect square. The construction of 
this pyramid is thought to have em- 
ployed 100.000 men for thirty years or 
more, probably half a century.—Atlan- 
ta Constitution. 


How the Pulse Varies.

j;ange. but the general average may be 
put about as follows: At birth. 140; at 
two years. 100; at from sixteen to 
nineteen years. 80; at manhood. 75; 
old use. (50 
There are, however, great 


variations consistent "with Health. Na- 
poleon's pulbe is said to have been only 
forty-four in the minute. A case is 
also related of a healthy man of eighty- 
seven whose pulse was seldom over 
thirty during the last two years of his 
life and sometimes not more than 
twenty-eight. Another man of eighty- 
seven years of age enjoyed good health 
and spirits with a pulse of twenty- 
nine, and there is also on record the 
curious instance of a man whose pulse 
in health was never more than forty- 
five, and, to be consistent in his incon- 
sistency, when he had fever his pulse 
fell to forty instead of rising, as is 
usual. 


"Talesman" In English Law.

A King 


Murderer 


The Story of the Two Un- 


fortunate Princes 


By MARGARET BARR 


The romance-tragedy of English his- 


tory is the cdreer of tne Duke of Glou- 
cester, afterward King Richard III. 
Within it are many stories, and Rich- 
ard is both the hero and the villain 
of every one of them. 


When King Edward IV., Richard's 


brother, died, Edward's oldest son, who 
became king, was a little boy. Rich- 
ard, 
whose courage was equaled only 


by his ambition and who possibly at 
the time designed to make himself 
king, at once dashed at the head of a 
troop of his adherents to -where young 
Edward was and captured him. 


The next impoi Unit scene in the trag 


edy is the little king riding on horse 
back from the city of London to West 
minster abbey, his Uncle Richard rid 
ins bolide him, resa^cling his nep' ew 
so1, eiei^n Vvith every pretense of rev- 
erent o and alfvtion 
It is probible 


that Hit.hard was even then plotting to 
bupp aut the cuild, that tins, appaient 
do^ otioj Yi as to >M'3 (lie CcH^fidence of 
the iicop'o with a view to furthering 
his opportunity, but whether the arch 
fiend thoL. coute'np'ated murdering hie 
brother's son has not been proved. 


The little king's mother as soon as 


she saw reason to fear her brother-m 
law took refuge with her other chil- 
dren in the sanctuary of Westminster, 
for in those days no person, king or 
commoner, might drag' one from the 
sanctuaty without incurring the anath- 
emas of the church. But the boy re- 
mained with his uncle, who 'also se 
cured possession of his younger broth 
er, the Duke of Clarence. 


The Tower of London, which for 


more than two -centuries has t>een only 
a fortress and is now" mostly an oh 
Ject of -fcuirlo'sity for tourists'; was then 
also a<- paJaeei and' a- prison. Richard 
filed th'e regiaeiice of fife nephews 
there, assuming to- reign in the minoi 
king's name. 
England at the time 


lieeded a strong governing hand. Rich- 
ard succeeded in~ convincing certain 
persons of influence that he had bettei 
be king. Others he threatened; others 
he put out of- his way ^by beheading 
them. Many of the commoners ""were 
with him: 


When all was ripe he seized the scep- 


ter. 
Prom the first the little princes 


were virtually prisoners in the Tower, 
though, they were treated with allithe 
reverence due a king and a prince of 
the blood- 
But they never came out 


from the gloomy walls. 
The people 


never saw them. Young as they were, 
they were old enough to. realize that 
they were in the bands of one in whose 
way they stood and their lives were 
in danger. 


Richard had a son of his own whom 


^he idolized and whom he desired 
should succeed him on tbe throne ol 
England. Probably this feature of the 
case turned his mind to the murder of 
the two princes, his nephews, for so 
long as they lived their title to the 
crown would stand before that of Rich- 
ard's son. At any rate, there came a 
time when Richard determined to mur- 
der his nephews and looked about for 
some one to do the deed 


He sent an order to the lieutenant of 


the Tower to have the princes put to 
death. The officer refused to obey it. 
In this he braved the king, then an all 
powerful sovereign, but to force a man 
to commit .the murder would have at 
once made the murder known, and this 
did not suit Richard's purpose. When 
he received word that the lieutenant 
would not do his bidding he lamented 
aloud that he had no one on whom he 
could rely in his extremity.

overheard what he said and, knowing 
his meaning, told him that he knew a 
man who •« ould serve him as hp wish 
ed to be served. The man was tailed, 
accepted the commission nurl left for 
the Tower. 


For four centuries a pitjlna svorkl 


has been wondering as to the death 
scene of the poor little king and his 
brother. 
All that is knovi n is that to 


keep their cries from beins hcaid the.v 
were smothered in their bed< lothes 
When all was over their bodies weie 
taken down to the foot of the stair^ 
below the room in \\ Inch the deed 
was done and there buried. 
Later, 


when the murder became known, it 
was given out that they had been bur 
ied in Westminster sibbej 
Hut thi* 


story was dibinovecl manj jpars late), 
in tho reign of Charlo^ 11 , when on 
making changes in the Tower the skele 
tons of two children weie found at thu 
foot of the staircase, as recorded b.v 
one of the murderers at the time of the 
murder. 


The taking off of the princes, being 


known only to a few, was kept for a 
long while 
But tu^rS were whisper 


ings, and in time it became known tc 
the queen mother and her daughters 
that their dear ones hnd been murder 
ed by their uncle. In addition to their 
horror at tbe crime ruid thpir bereave 
ment, they dreaded lest the king mur 
derer. defying the socrcdness of theii 
refuge, would drag Vthem from the 
sanctuary and kill tlnjm also. As time 
passed and nothing was heard by the 
people of the prince4 who were sup 
posed to be living in Ithe royal apart 
ments of the Tower, th«y began to won- 
der. 
Then the dreadAil news spread 


from mouth to mouth, Ind a great hor 
ror fell upon all Englaild. 


At lasf the murderer /eceived his firs! 


punishment. His belovtld son, for whom 
be had committed the Jbrime, sickened 


nnd died. Richard had no other son, 
und at his death, after all, the crown i 
would rest on another head than one] 
of his own family. 


Meanwhile the queen mother of thej 


murdered king remained in the sanctu- 
ary. Her oldest daughter, Elizabeth, 
Was now heir apparent to the throne. 
The Duke of Buckingham, a powerful 
noble, conceived the Idea of marrying 
this princess to a princa of the blood 
the Earl 'of Richmond. The princess 
being of the house of York a'nd the 
carl of the house of- Lancaster— twc 
families that had kept England In* a 
protracted warfare by their disputes" 
for the crown1— th'e marriage would5 
unite the two families and end the 
wars. Richmond was in France, but 
he crossed th'e channel and landed in 
England at the bead of a French" force 
The attempt, however, was a failure 
Richard with his accustomed energy 
attacked him before the French and 
English columns were prepared tc 
fight and defeated and routed them. 
The Duke of Buckingham was captured 
by Richard and immediately beheaded. 


A second landing was made by Rich- 


mond. and Richard again sprang forth 
to his ^\ ork. 


On the king's tvay to the" battle which 


«vas to decide his fate he slept in an 
Inn called the Blue Boar 
Richard 


took •« ith him his own bed and had it 
set up for him to sleep in the night be 
fore the battle 
He had on his con 


science the crime of murder, his nobles 
v, eie beginning to 'desert him, and 
theie was no one to whom he niigbl 
tuiu for comfort 


In a hou&e not far away h\ ed a boy 


under tiie caio of a man who, thougli 
he t,a\e Lu.u e*> eiy comfoit and edu 
cate<l him. told bun fiiat he was nol 
liis father. The bu.>'s mine vias Rich 
aid Plintagenet, and this is all he 
knew ol hi& paieiitage 


The night before the battle of Bos- 


worth a trooper rode up to the house 
wheie the boy, Plantagenet, lived and 
told him to come with him. They 
went to the inn where the king was 
lodged, and the boy stood in the royal 
presence. Richard embraced him and 
told him that he was his, father, though 
the lad had not been born in wedlock. 


"Tomorrow," said the king, "I fight 


for my crown. If I win I will acknowl- 
edge you, and you shall hereafter live 
with me as my son." 


Quite likely R'ichard contemplated— 


in case he won the r fight— -to force ffiis 
natural son upon the English people as 
his successor. Be this as it may, young 
Plantagenet the next day took position 
on a hill overlooking tha battlefield on 
which was to be decided whether he 
was to live the life of a royal person- 
age or that of an outcast.
